In compliance with the law, the school board of the 
school district of the town of Richmond presents to the 
citizens their annual report. 

We are pleased to say that our schools for the year have 
been prosperous, and have made markedimprovement. The 
teachers have done very good work and we are well pleased 
with the result of their labors. 

Sickness has caused some inconvenience in some of the 
schools the last term, two closing abruptly on account of the 
illness of the teachers. ‘This made it impossible to know 
the exact standing or advancement of the pupils, but previ- 
ous to that they were making good progress. 

We have been unable as yet, to get the attendance as 
good as it should be; but the warning has been given, and 
by the willful disregard of this warning, the law, in the 
future, must of necessity be strictly enforced ; there seems to 
be no other way, as some of the parents do not seem to care 
for the education of their children beyond the ability to read 
and'write a little. This isnot asitshould be. ‘They should 
have ambition enough in the matter, to make some effort to 
have their children constant in their attendance at school, 
without being urged, or forced by the law to do so, and then 
blame the school board for doing their duty. We wish the 
parents and friends would visit the schools often and see for

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themselves what their children are doing and it would also | 


be an encouragement to both teacher and pupils, to do their 
best. As a rule, complaints made against teachers, come 
from those who have not visited the schools at all, and know 
nothing about it but from hearsay, which is not always re- 
liable. ’
